"NEW_ SECTION. Sec. 1. The Ilegislature recognizes that data
breaches of credit and debit card information contribute to identity
theft and fraud and can be costly to consuners. The |egislature also
recogni zes that when a breach occurs, renedial neasures such as
rei ssuance of credit or debit cards affected by the breach can help to
reduce the incidence of identity theft and associated costs to
consuners. Accordingly, the legislature intends to encourage financi al
institutions to reissue credit and debit cards to consumers when
appropriate, and to permt financial institutions to recoup data breach
costs associated with the reissuance from | arge businesses and card
processors who are negligent in maintaining or transmtting card data.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. A newsectionis added to chapter 19.255 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) For purposes of this section:

(a) "Access device" has the sane neani ng as i n RCW 9A. 56. 010.

(b) "Account information" neans: (i) The full, wunencrypted
magnetic stripe of an access device; (ii) the full, unencrypted account
i nformation contained on an identification device as defined under RCW
19. 300. 010; or (iii) the wunencrypted prinmary account nunber on an
access device or identification device, plus any of the followng if
not encrypted: Cardhol der nanme, expiration date, or service code.

(c) "Breach" has the sane neani ng as "breach of the security of the
systeni in RCW19. 255. 010.

(d) "Business" neans an individual, partnership, corporation,
associ ation, organization, government entity, or any other |egal or
commercial entity that processes nore than six mllion access device
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transactions annually, and who offers or sells goods or services to
persons who are residents of Washi ngton.

(e) "Encrypted" neans enciphered or encoded using standards
reasonabl e for the breached business or processor taking into account
the business or processor's size and the nunber of transactions
processed annual ly.

(f) "Financial institution" has the sane neaning as in RCW
30. 22. 040.

(g) "Processor"” neans an individual, partnership, corporation,
associ ation, organization, government entity, or any other |egal or
comercial entity, other than a busi ness as defined under this section,
that directly processes or transmts account information for or on
behal f of anot her person as part of a paynment processing service.

(h) "Service code" neans the three or four digit nunber in the
magnetic stripe or on an access device that is used to specify
acceptance requirenents or to validate the card.

(i) "Vendor"™ neans an individual, partnership, corporation
associ ation, organization, government entity, or any other |egal or
commercial entity that manufactures and sells software or equipnent
that is designed to process, transmt, or store account information.

(2) Processors, businesses, and vendors are not |iable under this
section if (a) the account information was encrypted during storage and
transmttal at the time of the breach, or (b) the processor, business,
or vendor was certified conpliant with the paynent card industry data
security standards adopted by the paynent card industry security
standards council, and in force at the time of the breach. A
processor, business, or vendor wll be considered conpliant wth
paynment card industry data security standards, if its conpliance was
val idated on all system conponents where cardholder data is stored
processed, or transmtted at the tinme of its l|ast annual security
assessnent, and if this assessnent took place no nore than one year
prior to the time of the breach.

(3)(a) If a processor or business fails to take reasonable care to
guard agai nst unaut hori zed access to account information that is in the
possessi on or under the control of the business or processor, and the
failure is found to be the proxi mate cause of a breach, the processor
or business is liable to a financial institution for reinbursenment of
reasonabl e actual costs related to the reissuance of access devices
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that are incurred by the financial institution to mtigate potenti al
current or future danamges to its access device account hol ders that
reside in the state of WAshington as a consequence of the breach, even
if the financial institution has not suffered a physical injury in
connection with the breach. In any | egal action brought pursuant to
this subsection, the prevailing party is entitled to recover its
reasonabl e attorneys' fees and costs incurred in connection with the
| egal action.

(b) A vendor, instead of a processor or business, is liable to a
financial institution for the damges described in (a) of this
subsection to the extent that the damages were proxi mately caused by
the vendor's negligence and if the claimis not limted or foreclosed
by another provision of law or by a contract to which the financia
institution is a party.

(4) Nothing in this section my be construed as preventing or
foreclosing any entity responsi ble for handling account information on
behal f of a business or processor from being nmade a party to an action
under this section.

(5 Nothing in this section may be construed as preventing or
forecl osi ng a processor, business, or vendor from asserting any defense
otherw se available to it in an action including, but not limted to,
defenses of contract, or of contributory or conparative negligence.

(6) Incases to which this section applies, the trier of fact shal
determ ne the percentage of the total fault which is attributable to
every entity which was the proxi mate cause of the claimant's danages.

(7) The renmedies under this section are cunulative and do not
restrict any other right or renedy otherw se available under |[aw,
however a trier of fact may reduce danages awarded to a financial
institution by any anmount the financial institution recovers from a
credit card conpany in connection with the breach, for costs associ at ed
wi th access card rei ssuance.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 3. This act takes effect July 1, 2010.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 4. This act applies prospectively only. This
act applies to any breach occurring on or after the effective date of
this section.™
